The School of Medicine was founded In 1825 and since then has stood consistently at the top of the 
list of American Medical Colleges with respect to the achievement of its graduates. Its contribution 
to scientific medicine is also impressive. Theobald Smith, Walter Reed, and Frederick Russell were 
successive heads of the Bacteriology Department, and their brilliant records have given the George 
Washington University Medical School a history to be proud of. 

in this atmosphere of rich tradition, seventy-two hopeful and ambitious freshmen met on a Septem- 
ber afternoon of 1938 ready to sail through medical school and thereafter set the world on fire. 
Agee through Zappala, they had come from twenty states, the District of Columbia, Alaska, Mexico, 
Panama, Salvador, and Puerto Rico. Their first meeting together was short and businesslike. Even 
before there was time to recover from hiking up four flights of steps and catch one's breath, boxes of 
bones had been distributed, assignments in Gray were noted, and the first round had begun. 

Assignments were terrific, examinations frequent, and marks disheartening. Before many days had 




passed, an epidemic of acute freshmanitis had spread 
like wild-fire, a disease characterized essentially by 
symptoms of confusion, irritability, headache and in- 
somnia, Relief was afforded by Saturday night fraternity 
"mixers" and bull sessions. Some developed a more 
severe case of the malady and collapsed. 

The second year was attacked with renewed vigor and 
a toughened resistance to the relentless stream of lec- 
tures and laboratory assignments. Physical Diagnosis at 
Gallinger together with lectures in Medicine, Surgery 
and OB, contributed to making the Sophomore's task 
more interesting. Symptoms of confusion gave way to 
understanding, and headaches were replaced by a feel- 
ing of well-being and confidence. 

The class was replenished at the outset of its Junior 
year by the addition of eight transfer students. Clinical 
work was begun in earnest at both Gallinger and Emer- 
gency Hospitals and stirred serious doubts in the minds 
of the third year beginners. Perhaps, they admitted, 
there were a few points yet to learn — a suspicion that 
soon was proven a reality. As the year progressed, the 



probability of the United States at war occupied the 
minds of everyone In no uncertain terms. It is com- 
mendable that George Washington was one of six med- 
ical schools In the country to prepare for such an emer- 
gency by offering summer school for those who desired 
earlier graduation In order to be available for Army or 
Navy service at an earlier date. Twenty-nine of the class 
signed up and received their diplomas in February, 1942. 
By the end of the year, every student enrolled in the 
medical school will hold a commission in either the Army 
or Naval reserve, and will go into active duty upon the 
completion of his internship. 

Thus ends the story. The Class of 42, numbering 
seventy-two strong, the largest class in ten years at 
George Washington, with nearly half of its members in 
the Honor Society, has weathered the vicissitudes of 
medical school and is ready for come what may. Its 
members are sincere in their hope that out of the para- 
dox that confronts them, namely their desire to relieve 
suffering in fellow men who persist in making war, will 
triumph an understanding and peace among nations.

Under the leadership of Dean Van Vleck, the 
George Washington University Law School has 
become recognized as one of the finest in the 
United States today* it is the oldest law school 
in the District of Columbia and was one in the 
country to offer a patent law course. With 
many graduates prominent in all branches of 
law activity, the school has proved that it is well 
qualified to prepare students for successful legal 
careers. 

The student body is recruited from all parts 
of the country . . . government workers, business 
men, day school students, and even politicians 
help to swell the crowd that fills Stockton Hall 
every afternoon and evening. This diverse mass 
of people is drawn together by the Student Bar 
Association, which is the one organization rep- 
resenting the entire student body* Its officers 
are chosen by the faculty for their scholarship, 
leadership, and legal ability. This student asso- 
ciation operates as an advisory council over 
every activity in law school. It sponsors radio 
programs, holds mock trials, in which our bar- 
risters-to-be argue actual cases, and accumu^ 
I ales data for administrative purposes. An im- 
portant function of the Student Bar Association 



is to supervise the publication of the Law Review 
in collaboration with the faculty and student 
board of editors. On the social side, the Asso- 
ciation sponsors an annual banquet and dance 
which is the outstanding affair of the year* Per- 
haps the greatest contribution of the Student 
Bar Association is the new library reading room. 
This room is unique because students may talk 
and smoke while reading, may relax in the luxury 
of red leather chairs, or carry on a heated con- 
versation without being disturbed. 

Just as every phase of student life in America 
has been affected by the present emergency, so 
has the daily routine in our law school* Evening 
classes start much later now, since most of the 
students are working overtime for the govern- 
ment, The facilities for our patent law course 
have been limited with the transferring of the 
United States Patent Office from Washington 
and many of the professors have left to take 
administrative posts In the government service. 
Despite these changes, the Student Bar Associa- 
tion is endeavoring to carry on its fine work of 
previous years and at the same time is devoting 
much of its energy toward coordinating student 
activities with the national defense program.

Making its debut in the Southern Conference as a 
full-fledged member in the Fall of 1941, the George 
Washington University football team found itself 
facing a tough schedule with uncertain prospects. 
Potentially the team was a good one, but before the 
season had gone very far, Old Man Whiskers and 
injuries blasted it from one end to the other. The 
Colonials lost three I -A ends prior to the start of 
the season when Frank August, Adolph Bia-sini, and 
Ludwig Lewandowski were called to the colors.

The outstanding players kept from active service on 
the gridiron because of injuries were Johnny PIcco.

Paul Nugent,, Scott Gudmundson, Henry Aguslewicz, 
and Floyd McGlinn. Eddie Wilamoski, a polished tail-

squad because of a summer illness. Season's results were; 3 won, I tied, 7 lost. 

Coach Bill Reinhart's men won their season opener in approved fashion 
against Ml. Saint Mary's, 25-0, but it proved to be their only victory of the 
year.. After losing on the Polo Grounds in New York to Manhattan, 0-23, 
the Colonials returned home to gain a 0-0 deadlock in their first Conference 
fray against Washington and Lee, the third contest of the year. Then, as 
the season continued, they were defeated by Georgetown, William and 
Mary, Furman, Clemson, Bucknelt, and Wake Forest. 

Although the season was marked with defeat, there were many bright 
moments. The brilliant defensive play of such men as Seibert, Koniszewskl, 
Martinson, Ziobro, and Nugent, and such hard-running and hard-driving backs 
as Pollock, Weber, Gudmundson, Graham, and Fedora— who was drafted by 
the Brooklyn Eagles’ professional football team — will long be remembered 

by Colonial fans. 

Two of these men, Paul ir Babe" Nugent, and Burnell Martinson, joined the 
Army Air Corps early in January. Their careers on and off the field at our 
University predict their success in the air.

William Jennings Bryan Reinhart, the 
masterful basketball artist from the Uni- 
versity of Oreqon, completed his seventh 
season as head court mentor at the Uni- 
versity this year. He finished the season 
by winning I I and losing 9, and brought 
his total number of victories at George 
Washington to 100, as against only 38 de- 
feats in the same period. 

The Colonials never really got started 
until after Christmas. Victims of rather 
decisive reverses at the hands of Oklahoma 
A. & M (| Oklahoma, and powerful Indiana, 
they appeared to have lost a lot of the 
spark from the year before when Coach 
Reinhart had his greatest G, W. squad, 
winner of 18 out of 22 games. They came 
back strong after the holiday period to 
beat old rival Georgetown^ Army t and 
Maryland in a row and emerged as un- 
disputed holder of the mythical metropoli-

tan championship. It was the only club in 
the Southern Conference to beat the 
stronq Duke Blue Devils, holder of the loop 
championship two years in succession. 

In Matt Zunic the Colonials had the out- 
standing player in this section of the coun- 
try and the school's greatest all-time court 
performer. Zunic broke the one-year scor- 
ing record set by Bob Fans in 1938 during 
both his junior and senior years. He also 
broke the three-vear scoring mark of 544 
points established by Forrest Burgess in 
1933, Zunic scored 150 points as a sopho- 
more, 243 as a junior, and 266 as a senior, 
making a total of 659 points. 

Close behind Zunic was the hot little 
Hoosier, Bobby Gilham, a handful of 
basketball player in any league. Nearly 
everyone picked Bobby as the finest de- 
fensive player on the team and his 155 
points played no small part in Colonial vic- 
tories. He was Matt's runnlno mate on 
the court and together they ma^e as good 
a pair of players as one would desire. The 
three referees who saw more Southern 
Conference games than any other officials 
nicked Zunic and Gilham as the two top 
players In the league. Hard-working Roy 
McNeil had his hot nights for the Colo- 
nials and often was outstanding In his ac- 
complishments. Zunic, Gilham, and Mc- 
Neil are seniors, Joey Gallagher, the 
reopv Irishman from St. John's Prep 
School, and big Ed Gustafson held the 
other two regular posts In most of the 
games. More will be heard from then;
